the station a few minutes before the 
tragedy. He went to the eating house 
kept by Paul .t Hiyes and made ar- 
rangements to hire a team to take him 
out into the country. 


While the three were talking the 


murderers entered the place and de- 
manded what money they had, 
Ee- 


tistance was offered and a 6gut ensued, 
in which l>r. Foster was beaten over 
the head with the butt of a heavy re- 
Tolver. He was badly Injured, Paul 
and Hayes were both shot dead. 


After the murderers bad secured _»11 


the money about the place, including 
S75 which Dr. Foster had they took to 
the wools. In a short time the com- 
munity was aroused and a party of 
men were in pursuit.

SUMMER DESSERTS. 


Dainty CoM Dl»he« That Are Suitable for 


the Torrid Season- 


When certain tropical vagaries on 


the part of the weather have made or- 
dinary dishes setm unpalatable, the 
housewife will find that the simplest 
vay to reconcile her family to the din- 
r.er table is by providing dainty des- 
wits. There are hundreds ol simple 
combinations that may l« effectively 
revived tt this reason of the year. 


One of the most delicious is a simple 


rice pulling, frozen. Only a half cup- 
ful of rice is required, but this f hould 
l>e boiled until tender. Then whip to 
a froth l«/i cupfuls of svreet cream, add 
c quarter of n cupful of iwvtdered sugar 
tnd flavor with sherry, maraschino or 
vanilla. Mix the rice and cream, put 
in a mold, and pack in a freezer several 
hours before i-erving. 


Cooks who know the possibilities of 


the often despised rhubarb make use 
of it for an excellent summer dessert- 
Wash and cut in small pieces a pound 
ol rhubarb. Cook until tender, sweet- 
ening meanwhile with eight ounces of 
rugar. Then add one-fourth of a box 
«£ gelatine that has been soaked in a 
fourth of a cupfol of cold water. Whip 
the mixture well, turn into a mold and 
when cold serve with a yellow costard 
sauce. 


Fruit desserts are not only popular, 


but healthful, and should l>e .served 
frequently in warm weather. Oranges 
are available In a variety of ways, or- 
ai:ge sponge being particularly deli- 
cious. To prepare the rponge. squeeze 
the Juice acd pulp of three oranges Into 
a bowl, add the jaice of half a lemon, 
three ounces of sugar. l\'x pints of cold 
water.
